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W a s h i n g t o n , April 10.— Among the 
petitions and memorials presented 
and referred in the Senate to-ciay was 
one for amendments to the interstate 
commerce bill, so as to make the act 
apply to the transportation of oil by 
the pipe lines. 
On motion of Shermau, tlio Freed­ 
man's Bank bill was taken from tho 
calendar and referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Finance. 
Plumb, in presenting a petition in 
favor of the bill to preserve tho Yel­ 
lowstone Park, said that it was one of 
many which had been sent to him and 
which were evidently circulated from 
a center and had personal purposes 
for their fouudation. 
Vest said the Senators from Kansas 
was mistaken. The bill which lmd 
passed tho Senate had been drawn 
by himself from his personal knowl­ 
edge of the airairs at the Park. 
It 
had been roported from the Commit­ 
tee on Territories, of which he was 
not a member, and had no personal 
object. Dawes asked Plumb whether 
lie proposed to have the Yellowstone 
Park surrendered; if not, did he pro­ 
pose to adopt measures for its preser­ 
vation. He was in favor of its pres­ 
ervation, and was, therefore, in favor 
of all proper means and measures to 
secure its preservation. 
Plumb replied that he was in favor 
of the preservation of ti»9 Park. 
The Sen ato resumed consideration 
of the bill to authorize the sale to 
aliens 
of 
certain mineral lauds. 
The question was on the amend­ 
ment offered by Faulkner, requir­ 
ing a majority of the stockholders 
trustees or directors of a mining com­ 
pany to be citizens of the United 
States. 
The amendment was re­ 
jected. 
Gray moved to amend the bill by 
inserting these words: “ But Legis­ 
latures of Territories intly prescribe 
conditions on which mining claims, 
works or property used in the produc­ 
tion of metals from said mineral lands 
or claims may be owned, operated or 
worked by corporations created 


IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 
Or in any of the States of the United 
StateB.” After mnch discussion Gray 
modified bis amendmeut so as to 
simply provide that the laws of the 
United States and Territories shall 
be, until changed by an act of Con­ 
gress or of Territorial legislation, the 
same same as though this act had not 
been passed. 
On motion of Hawley, the phrase­ 
ology of the hill was amended, and 
the bill passed—yeas, 31; nayB, 13. 
It 
reads as 
follows: 
“That 
an 
Act 
entitled 
‘An

to 
Re­ 
strict Owners of Real 
Estate in 
the Territories to American t i izens, 
etc., approved March 3rd, 1887, shall 
not relate to or in any way or manner 
affect the title to mineral lauds or 
mining cluiras in tho Territories of the 
United Srates which may be acquired 
or had been under the mineral land 
laws of the United States, nor to 
mills or other reduction works or 
property used in tho production of 
metals from said mineral lands or 
claims; but as to all such mineral 
lands, mining claims, mills, reduction 
works and other property, the laws of 
the United States and of the Territor­ 
ies shall be, until changed by act of 
Congress or an act of Territorial legis­ 
lature, the same as though said act 
had not been passed. 
The Senate then resumed to the con­ 
sideration of the bill to provide for 
the admission of the State of South 
Dakota and the organization of the 
Territory of North Dakota. 
Butl r hoped that the present Terri­ 
tory of Dakota would not be dismem­ 
bered. The question of admission of 
Territories was entirely within the 
discretion of Congress. If any other 
doctrine should prevail why should 
not the Territory of Utah be admitted 
as a State, or what was to prevent 
100 000 socialists, anarchists, nihilists 
and communists taking refuge in some 
corner of the Territory and proceeding 
to frame a constitution and 
State 
Government and demand to be admit­ 
ted as a State. The bill of the minority 
be said proposed to authorize the 
people of theTeiri ory to meet in con­ 
vention, frame a constitution and State 
Government and submit them to Con­ 
gress and (upon a third ratification by 
Congress) to declare Dakota a State 
of the Union. The majority bill on the 
other hand had proposed to ratify and 
confirm 
the 
so-called constitution 
adopted in South Dakota two and one- 
half years ago and to seat as United 
States Senators, two gentlemen, Re­ 
publicans, who claim to have been 
then elected. Would the Senate con­ 
sent to seat as full fledged Senators 
equal to

SOVEREIGN STATES, 
Two men who simply represented 
1,200 votes out of 105,000 votes? That 
was the proposition. He referred to

W a s h i n g t o n , April 10.—All talk of 
compromising the deadlock in the 
House of Representatives has ceased. 
The belief generally expressed this 
afternoon is that the’present condition 
of affairs will continue until Tuesday 
next, the day when it is intended to 
call the Tariff Bill, when a determined 
effort will be made to break the dead­ 
lock. There is a desire on the part of 
the Democratic advocates of the Direct 
Tax Bill to have a caucus called for 
the purpose 
of determining what 
course shall be pursued to put an end 
to the present stagnation of businees, 
but while the opponents indicare a 
willingness to have a caucus called 
for consultation, they decline to be 
bound by the caucus’ action.

After 
stating the geneial situation as already 
published, the commander says while 
lie has no desire to pass upon the 
question of the equity of the pro'ec- 
tiou involved in the dispute, ho is of 
tho opinion that as the rights of the 
United States are verv clear under 
the treaties they should be upheld. 
While the Moorish officials should 
not be held to the strictest account­ 
ability for the violation of the Conven­ 
tional rules adopted by tho more 
highly civilized Nations, it is well to 
understar d that the Oriental chanre'i r 
is quick to take advantage of the 
waving of such rules and to accept as 
right, 
a 
point which 
might 
occasionally 
be 
yielded. 
Consul 
Lewis 
has, Commander 
McCalla 
says, in the interest of conciliation 
and from motives the highest, yielded 
at times, when he was clearly sup­ 
ported by the existing treaties and 
might with propriety have insisted 
upon the rights they accorded. These 
same rights, it would appear, very 
often have been questioned, when the 
oteges of any other nation have 
_ien under cons deration. In conclu­ 
sion the Commander says that tho 
rights of the United States have been 
denied, while the same rights under 
the same conventions 
have 
been 
freely accorded to the other powers 
represented. 
He says the United 
States Government is at a disadvan­ 
tage on account of the fact that, while 
all the other powers, parties to the 
convention of 18 i0, are represented 
by ministers resident, Congress only 
provides for a consul for us. The 
Commander thinks if the position 
could bo raised to a diplomatic one, 
we should go far towards preventing 
the question which frequently arises 
now.

Ex-Senator Conkling’s Con 
dition Bettered.

N e w Y o r k , April 1 0 .—Everything 
was quiet at Mr. Conkling’s residence 
from a late hour last night until this 
morning. 
At 7 o’clock Mrs. Conk- 
ling was seen. 
Slio said the Ex­ 
Senator passed a comparatively easy 
night and was then somewhat better. 
He was resting quietly and had exjre- 
reneed no further attacks of delirium 
and in every way seemed to l>c im­ 
proving. It was announeod that the 
doctors would have a consultation at 2 
o’clock this evening. 
At 8 : 3 0 a 
Judge Alfred C. Cox, of Utica, a 
nephew of tho ex-Senator, visited the 
patient, and within ten minutes he 
appeared again at the door. 
He said 
that only Dr. Anderson and the nurse 
were in the patient’s room. “ Mr. 
Conkling passed a restless night., 
said Mr. Cox, “ but he is considered to 
be 
somewhat 
better. 
He 
was

ine." Dr. Barker would make no 
statement ,this morning ub to Mr. 
Conkling’s

recovery. 
Edward Stckes called at the sick 
ropm shortly after ten o’clock this 
morning, lie said that Mr. Conkling 
was conscious and lying in bed.

refused to take medicine from any 
person but Mr. Stokes.

AT NINE THIRTY A. M. 
Dr. Barker said Mr. Conkling’s condi­ 
tion was much improved. This m en- 
ing an operation that had been per­ 
formed seemed to have accomplished 
all that was expected. His tempera­ 
ture had fallen to 99 and his pulse to 
to 9 0 . 
He slept three hours during 
the night. 


AT ELEVEN O’CLOCK A. M. 
At eleven o’clock this morning, 
rumors were in the air about the 
Hoffman House that Mr. Conkling 
was in a very precarious condition. 
No strictly official information was 
however obtainable. 
From various 
sources it was learned however, that 
the sufferer was delirious nearly all 
the time. The result of the operation 
and the consequent suppuration that 
resulted therefrom, seemed to be

Mrs. Conkling had become

•ritical. At 11:30 Col. Frederick A. 
Conkling, brother of the ex-Senator, 
came out of the house leaning heavily 
on the arm of his son. He was almost 
too much affected to speak, an . in 
answer to the question as to his 
brother’s condition said, “ Very low; 
very low.” When he was asked it 
there was any hope of his recovery 
he replied, “ I fear not; I fear not.” 
The outlook at noon was very bad for 
the ex-Senator. 


AT TWO THIRTY-FIVE P . M. 
At 2 : 3 5 p . m. Dr. Barker came from 
the room where he has been since 2 
o’clock and said his patient’s cindi 
tion was about the same. When Dr. 
Barker entered the sick room at 2 
o’clock, Mr. Conkling asked how long 
he had been there. The Doctor re 
plied, “Oh, only a litile 
while.” 
“ How very kind of you,” feebly said 
the sick man, then he fell back un­ 
conscious. The patients pulse at this

101. A reporter asked the Doctor 
if he thought the Senator would live ;

W ashington, April 10.—1The April 
statistical returns to the Department 
of Agriculture, relate to the condition 
oí winter grain and of farm animals. 
The season for seeding was long— 
three months—in some of the South­ 
ern States, and appearances as win­ 
ter set in was uneven though the 
plants were rooted. 
In rhe States, 
affected by the summer drought, there 
was slow germination in soil not well 
pulverized, causing thin stands 
in 
such areas. 
Hence a superficial im ­ 
pression of the condition was made 
which trained coi respondents saw 
a t once 
was 
deceptive an l that 
the 
im pairm ent 
of 
the 
status 
was slight, 
hater rains 
improved 
th e prospect. In the South the soil 
was in good shape and the full growth 
generally good. 
In the Middle States 
the seeding season was inode» ately fa­ 
vorable, though in some places the 
soil was dry. 
In California, with 
some exceptions, a very favorable 
season lor seeding and generation is 
reported. The drought in Oregon de­ 
layed the plant's growth, and only a 
partial winter protection was enjoyed 
in the north rn belt.

Ait C iiiliU N litM lr . R c n u l o a I n t h e 
P r e s b y t e r i a n C h u r c h . 
Nearly eveiy seat in the First Pres­ 
byterian Church last night had a 
charitably inclined occupant, th e re­ 
sponse to the call for a m eeting of the 
Associated Charities being very gen­ 
eral. 
The question of charity, organ­ 
ized and in the abstract, was dis­ 
cussed on all sides. 
The speakers 
represented 
the 
best 
ministerial 
and secular 
talent 
in 
the 
city, 
and the 
speeches 
were listened 
to with great attentiveness, ami fre­ 
quently applauded. 
Upon the whole 
it wa« such an audience and such an 
occasion as does the city grout credit, 
and will undoubtedly result in doing 
much good, not only for the alleviation 
of poverty, but in bringing about cir 
cumstanccs to reduce the causes of 
pauperism in this community to the 
minimum . 
The 
latter 
sentim ent 
particularly seemed to be the anim us 
of a majority 
of 
the speakers. 
The programme rain ed out was enter­ 
taining as well as instructive, and 
should the same arrangem ent 
be 
adopted 
for 
future 
meeting-*, 
a 
largo attendance may always be ex 
pected. 
The meeting was opened shortly 
after 8 o ’clock by an organ solo by 
Mr. Wilde. This was followed by 
prayer bv Itev. W. I. Chichester, and 
Mayor W orkman, the Chairman of 
the Association, then read his open­ 
ing address, which was as follows: 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen 1 
It is 
with considerable pleasure and some 
gratification that I bid you welcome 
here to-night. 
Your presence is in 
itself an indication of the deep inter­ 
est the exercise of philanthropic mo­ 
tives, th e giving of a portion of their 
plentiful store by the well-provided 
abluent to the needy poor, has for the 
well-intentioned Christian who lives 
up to the 
tenets 
of

faith. 
“ Our city has now grown to a size 
where this m atter of undeserving per­ 
sons demanding relief at the hands of

I think it goes without 
the saying, that the usefulness of this 
discrim inating and careful work is 
obvious, and that its title to pub ic 
sympathy and support is patent and 
undeniable.”

A case of peculiar interest was com 
m enced in the United States District 
C ourt on Monday, by libel filed by 
J . M arion Brooks, U. S. District At­ 
torney, in behalf of the United States 
against the Mexican steamer “ Mont­ 
serrat,” now lying at the port of San 
Diego. 
It appears that uuder section 
4219 of the revised statutes of the 
United States, tonnage du s at the 
rate of fifty cents per ton were levied 
upon all foreign vessels niuking entry 
into a port of ihe United States fioiii 
any foreign port; and that ucder sec­ 
tion 4225, a further sum of fifty cents 
per ton “ light money,” is leviable in 
the 
same 
m anner 
as 
tonnage 
dues. 
By section 4228 these dues 
were collectible but once a year. 
Bui 
by an Act of Congress of June 19th, 
1888, it was provided that in lieu of 
the tax of thirty cents per ton under 
section 4219, vessels making entry in 
United Slates porta from foreign ports 
in North America should pay three 
cents per ton for the first five entries 
in the tonnage year; and section 4223 
and as much of section 4219 of the 
revieed statutes as conflicts wirii this 
act was repealed. 
The “ Montserrat 
made her first entry into the port of 
Sao Diego in October last, coming 
then from Cardiff, Wales, aud paid 
the full am ount claimed by the Gov­ 
ernm ent, $1.00 per ton at that time. 
Subsequently she made a trip down 
the lower Pacific coast of Mexico and 
os far as San Jose de Guatemala, and 
on her return was put on the route 
between San Diego and Ensenada,- 
Lower California, iu the interest of 
the International Company of Mex­ 
ico; 
and between 
the 
13th day 
of 
January, 1888, 
aud the 
10th 
day of March, 
1888, made enlry 
at 
the 
port 
of 
San 
Diegc 
from Ensenada, twenty-three times. 
She raid tonnage dues under the act 
of June 19th, 1880, aniV 'light money 
under Section 4225 of the revised 
statutes, at the rute of fifty-three cents 
per ton, making upon her measure­ 
ment of 890 tons, $371.70 per entry on 
the first four of these entries, which 
together with her entry in October 
last, constituted her first five entries 
in h er tonnage year. 
No further de­ 
m ands were made upon her by the 
Government until after she had made 
the rem aining seventeen entries, when 
the Commissioner of Navigation noti­ 
fied the Collector of the port of San 
Diego to collect sim ilar dues on each 
entry, to those charged on her first 
e n try ; accordingly a dem and was pre­ 
sented by Collector Arnold for an ar­ 
rearage of tonnage dues and light 
money am ounting to $19,197.30. 
This 
the owners declined to pay, and a 
libel suit was therofore filed against 
the vessel for 
the 
amount. The 
steamer is owned .by riie Mexican In­ 
ternational Pacific and Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia Steamship Company, a Con­ 
necticut corporation, allied in interest 
with the International Company of 
Mexico, and the Company, through 
tiieir attorney, George Fuller, of San 
Diego, yesterday filed a claim to the 
*, and gave bond with F. E. 
Bates, D. C. Reed, M. T. Gilmor and 
J. R. Thowas, prominent capitalists 
of San Diego, as sureties, in the sum 
of thirty-nine thousand dollars for the 
release of the vessel pending the suit. 
The position of the Government is 
that section 4223 of the revised statu­ 
tes, is altogether repealed by the act 
of June 19tb, 1880, while the position 
taken by the company is that that 
section is 
only io ’ far 
repealed, 
as it conflicts with the collection of the 
three cents per ton provided for by 
th a t act five times a year, and that 
otherwise it stands as a protection to 
the vessel agaiust the levy of the fifty 
cents a ton, tonnage dues, under sec­ 
tion 4 219, and fifty cents a ton light 
money under section 4,225, more than 
once in a year. 
Vessels of various 
other countries are 
protected 
by­ 
treaties against thé construction put 
upou the Act of Juno 19th, 1880, by 
the Treasury D epartm ent; 
but the 
treaty of commerce 
between the 
United States and Mexico of 1831 was 
terminated in 1881, and the tonnage 
dues upon Mexican vessels are there­ 
for subject to the will of Congress. 
The revised statutes, however, pro­ 
vide 
that 
the 
President 
may 
by 
proclamation, 
suspend 
the 
collection of discriminating tonnage 
duos upon foreign vessels, and author­ 
ize the President, by such proclama­ 
tion, to put Mexican vessels upon an 
equality in our ports w ith American 
vessels in Mexican ports; and it ap­ 
pears that no tonnage dues are charg­ 
ed by Mexico on American steamers. 
Application was made to the Presi­ 
dent by the Mexican M inister at 
W ashington for this proclamation on 
the 13th of M arch, 1888, and if the 
proclameti <n is issued it will take ef­ 
fect us of that date. 
The case made by the libel just 
filed is tiie first one of the kind that 
arisen, it is stated on the author­ 
ity of the Mexican Consul at San Di­ 
ego, Senor Tomas Valdespino Figu­ 
eroa, that there is no other Mexican 
steamer making regular trips between 
Mexico and American ports. 
The 
steamers running between New Or­ 
leans and G alviston and Vera Cruz 
are American vessels; and the Mex­ 
ican steam ers running in the Gulf of 
Mexico ply between Mexican ports 
only.
